This  report  is  the  82nd  Annual  Report  and  has  been  prepared 
in  accordance  with  Article  17(5)  of  the  Sanitary  Officers 
(outside  London)  Regulations,  1935>  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  33/52  (form  Port  20) , and  Circular  16/35® 

The  tonnage  of  vessels  which  entered  the  ports  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Authority  during  the  year  was  5j666,103,  as 
coii5)ared  with  5j955s967  tons  in  1954»  "whilst  the  number  of  y^essels 
was  6,129® 

Details  of  the  amount  of  shipping  are  set  out  in  Table  B 
of  the  Report o 

Ships  arriving  from  Foreigi  ports  whose  crews  were  subjected 
to  medical  inspection  were  33s  the  number  of  persons  so  inspected 
was  I9O65,  sanitary  inspections  conducted  on  fore ign= going  and 
coastwise  vessels  were  As975o  Nuisances  and  defects  dealt  with 
was  172®  Written  Informal  Notices  served  and  oral  instructions 
given,  together  with  the  results  of  serving  Notices  are  shown 
on  page  30. 


The  number  of  passengers  inwards  and  outwards  during  the  year 
was  483  and  729  respectively!  those  arriving  and  leaving  by  the 
same  vessel  aire  not  included  in  these  figures® 

Vessels  carrying  Alien  passengers  arriving  at  the  ports  of 
the  Authority  were  80,  of  which  1 was  dealt  with  by  the  Medical 
Inspector  of  Aliens.

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No  case  of  plague,  cholera,  smallpox,  typhus,  yellow

Of  the  five  cases  of  Tuberculosis  reported,  four  seamen 
were  afterwards  repatriated  to  their  own  coxintries,  two  were 
foreign  seamen,  two  were  from  Pakistan  and  the  other  seaman 
was  domiciled  at  Swansea, 

The  Tuberculosis  X ray  scheme  which  has  been  initiated 
here  continues  to  vrork  satisfactorily.  Pamphlets  explaining  the 
scheme  are  continually  distributed  on  board  vessels  on  arrival. 

Three  cases  of  measles  occurred  on  a ship  from  a foreigi 
port  but  were  disposed  of  before  axrivalo  One  case  of  chickenpox 
was  landed  from  a coastwise  vessel. 

The  number  of  seamen  found  to  be  suffering  from  venereal 
disease  on  vessels  entering  the  port  or  occurring  during  stay  in 
port  was  l2o  The  total  number  who  attended  for  treatment  at  the 
clinics  was  435«  During  the  year  small  cards  printed  in  English 
and  French  stating  the  times  of  attendance  at  the  Venereal  Disease 
Clinic  have  been  issued.  On  the  reverse  side  of  these  cards  there 
is  a sketch  street  plan,  showing  the  way  from  the  docks  to  the 
Clinic.  These  cards  are  handed  to  any  seaman  who  may  require 
treatment. 

During  the  year  the  drinking  water  of  171  ships  was  sampled 
and  of  this  number  98  showed  a hi^  bacterial  count  and  1 showed 
evidence  of  faecal  pollution,  50  of  the  ships  were  British, 

On  page  15  will  be  found  a summary  of  the  three  years’ 
survey  of  the  analysis  of  san^les  of  drinking  water  during  the 
years,  1953  - 1955o 

During  the  year  the  inspections  carried  out  on  vessels  in 
this  port  have  proved  that  there  are  many  vessels  still  at  sea 
without  adequate  washing  facilities  for  the  crew  and  in  the  galleys. 

In  my  last  Annual  Report  I mentioned  that  considerable 
sweating  on  the  shell  plating  in  ships’  accommodation  was  found. 

No  progress  has  been  made  to  eliminate  this  in  vessels’ 
accommodation  heated  by  steam  radiators  and  I feel  that  it  will 
remain  so,  until  the  powers  concerned  will  allow  the  shell 
plating  to  be  efficiently  insulated.

In  all  cases  of  infectious  disease,  after  removal  of  the  patient, 
disirxfection  of  the  quarters  is  carried  out  by  fumigation  with  formalin. 
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followed  by  thorou^  washing  and  scrubbing  down  with  hot  water  and 
soap,  and  finally  by  complete  ventilation.  Bedding  and  clothing 
which  require  it  are  removed  for  steam  disinfection. 

Verminous  clothing  and  bedding  are  removed  for  steam  disin- 
fection at  Hill  House  Isolation  Hospital,  whilst  the  cleansing  of 
verminous  persons  is  performed  at  the  Swansea  Corporation" s Cleansing 
Station,  Trinity  Place. 

If  the  degree  of  infestation  is  not  confined  to  a limited  part 
of  the  ship,  then  disinfestation  by  means  of  hydrogen  cyanide  gas  is 
performed  by  approved  contractors  xinder  the  supervision  of  the  Port 
Health  Inspectors, 

In  the  event  of  bug* infestation  being  present  in  a cabin,  the 
hollow  iron  framing  of  the  bunks  etc, , in  which  "bhe  bu.gs  generally  live, 
is  flamed  with  a blow  lamp,  and  cabin  sides  are  sprayed  with  a D.D.T, 
preparation,  whilst  all  open  seams  and  joints  in  the  cabin  walls, 
after  spraying,  are  sealed,
